"Father  of  Waters"  shows  off  in  his  grandest  style. 

Along  the  banks  of  only  a  few  of  the  world's  most 
famous  streams  is  there  found  scenery  of  such 
beauty,  ranging  all  the  way  from  the  softly  pictur- 
esque to  the  sublimely  grand,  as  along  the  Upper 
Mississippi.  Not  only  is  there  magnificent  scenery, 
but  every  mile  is  replete  with  legendary  lore  and 
historic  fact  with  which  are  associated  the  names  of 
De  Soto,  the  discoverer  of  the  ''Father  of  Waters",  of 
Hiawatha,  Winona  and  Black  Hawk  of  Indian  fame, 
and  three  Presidents  of  the  United  States. 

The  Northern  Pacific— the  Yellowstone  Park 
Line — follows  the  route  of  the  old  fur  traders  and  the 
Red  River  carts,  crosses  the  beautiful  Lake  Park 
region  of  Minnesota,  dotted  with  attractive  summer 
places,  passes  the  valley  of  the  Red  River  of  the 
North,  the  richest  in  the  growth  of  wheat  of  any  in 
the  United  States,  and  stretches  westward  across 
North  Dakota's  broad  plains  to  the  Missouri  River.

MEDORA,  the  former  home  of  Ex-President 
Roosevelt,  is  in  the  heart  of  the  famous 
Pyramid  Park.  Petrified  tree  stumps  dot 
the  landscape  and  an  army  of  spires,  bluffs,  hills, 
buttes  and  castled  cliffs  rise  from  the  plains,  garbed 
in  striking  colors  that  attract  the  eye.  Reds  and 
pinks  are  the  predominant  colors,  but  coal  blacks, 
grays  and  drabs  are  blended  with  the  colors,  causing 
fantastic  effects.  These  hills,  washed  by  the  eternal 
rains,  have  been  eroded  into  cones,  pyramids  and 
squares,  which  are  circumscribed  by  rugged,  twisting 
ravines,  gouged  out  by  the  torrential  floods. 

Billings,  the  great  industrial  capital  of  the  Yellow- 
stone Valley,  is  soon  reached.  One  hundred  and 
fifteen  miles  beyond  is  Livingston,  the  Park  Junc- 
tion. A  ride  of  fifty-four  pleasant  miles  southward, 
in  an  open-top  observation  car,  brings  one  to  Gard- 
iner, right  at  the  northern  edge  of  Yellowstone  Park 
and  the  main  entrance  thereto,  claiming  this  dis- 
tinction both  by  the  fact  that  here  is  located  the 
Government  Entrance  Arch,  dedicated  by  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  when  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
because  the  Park  wonders  can  be  seen  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage only  when  entering  the  Park  at  this  point.
